Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 and 18-37 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose the multi-domain liquid crystal display device of 

claim 35, in particular the limitations that there is a common auxiliary electrode formed 

to surround the pixel region, and electric field distortion dielectric structures formed in 

different and not mirror-image configurations within neighboring pixel regions. Claim 35 

is therefore allowed. 

Independent claims 1,4, 12-16, 18, and 37 recite analogous limitations, so they 

are also allowed. Claims 2, 3, 5-11, 19-34, and 36 depend from the above claims, so 

they are also allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
